Deputy Attorney General Roh#*rt J. Trace is scheduled to come to 
Bristol Monday to investigate the accidental dumping of 2,000 pounds 
of cyanide into the Delaware River. Trace will determine how the incident 
occurred at the Rohm & Haas plant and decide on the basis of his 
findings whether legal action will h** brought under the Clean Streams 
Act. The probe was ordered by Attorney General Robert E. Woodside. 
J r After the accidental discharge of the poisonous chemical on Tuesday, 
other industrial plants in the area along the Delaware closed, temporarily 
idling sonic 10,000 workers. Sanitary W ater Hoard officials said it was 
th«* second such incident at th** satnc plant, which permitted 6.000 
pounds of poisonous chemicals to escape Into the river last April.

Communists. Before taking off for his return journey, Eisenhower re- 
afflrtned that the United Nations forces will defeat the Communist armies 
opposing tli«*m in Korea. 
The president to-b« left Korea at 6.01 EST today after three days 
of touring combat zones, inspecting American and South Korean troops 
and conferring with top-ranking commanders in the Far East. The 
General and his staff often were in range of enemy guns during his 
Korean tour.

So me teachers easily re­ 
memb er when a n u mb er o f read­ 
in g ex p erts u rg ed them to warn 
p aren ts ag ain st readin g to chil­ 
dren , esp ecially after en terin g 
scho o l. While a few o f this “o ld 
g u ard” are still so u n din g the 
same silly warn in g , the emp hasis 
b y edu cato rs has shifted to the 
o p p o site directio n . In the cu rren t 
p ro fessio n al literatu re fo r teach­ 
ers in the kin derg arten an d p ri­ 
mary g rades, o n e may fin d mu ch 
emp hasis o n the v alu e o f readin g 
to the y o u n g child at ho me, ev en 
in the classro o m.

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A Wealth Of Good Books Now 
Being Published For Children 


l f GAMY UiVllAND UTIW, 
LOOKING forward to Christ­ 
mas and planning your budget 
for the gifts you will buy your 
children, I hope you Include good 
books, especially for the child 
from two to twelve. 
Books for preschool children 
are a rather recent development 
Already they are among the best 
sellers and many of them being 
published are excellent In con­ 
tent and art Besides, some of the 
better ones may be borrowed from 
local public libraries. 
Frequently, one may see a 
mother, father or both with a 
child from two to six at a public 
library looking for books there 
that appeal to this child. Home 
these parents and child go with 
one or several of these treasures. 
These parents, or an older child 
or baby sitter, will give this child 
many periods of useful, joyous 
amusement reading to him. Often, 
too, at the bookstores one may see 
B 
ats and young children look- 
over good books to buy for 
these children. 
Boms factors have paralleled, 
sometimes paved the way for, this 
comparatively recent practice. 
Year by year there are more baby 
sitters. Mow a book from which 
she can read to the youngster 
from two to seven la a boon to 
them, as anybody knows. Too, 
book publishers have rapidly 
forged ahead in bringing out 
many beautiful books designed to 
be read to little children. 
Emphasis Shifted 
Best of all. the notion that 
babies and young children should 
be read to Is spreading rapidly. 
Borne grandparents can remend 
ber when the emphasis was al­ 


most solsly on telling stories to 
children. Borne teachers easily re­ 
member when a number of read­ 
ing experts urged them to warn 
parents against reading to cnll- 
drsn, especially after entering 
school. While a few of this "old 
guard" are still sounding the 
same silly warning, the emphasis 
by educators has shifted to the 
opposite direction. In the current 
professional literature for teach­ 
ers in the kindergarten and pri­ 
mary grades, one may find much 
emphasis on the value of reading 
to the young child at home, even 
in the classroom. 
I am proud to have pioneered 
In entreating young parents, even 
teachers In the primary grades, to 
read and read to babies and 
young children, dwelling strongly 
on this in my books and in this 
column, even when such an Idea 
was unpopular. In my bulletin, 
"Books from Which to Read to 
the Baby and Young Child,” I give 
reasons for reading to the baby 
and young child. In this list and 
another list for the child from six 
to twelve to read, are named some 
books which have stood the test 
of time as well as others which 
are recent (If you’d like either 
list, send me a stamped, self-ad­ 
dressed envelope in care of this 
paper.) 
It would be fine also to Include 
In your Christmas gifts for your 
child a subscription to pne or 
more of the good magazines 'for 
children now available. It's like 
getting a new book every month. 
It brings the Child something of 
his very own at regular intervals. 
However, Just as adult magazines 
hardly can be a substitute for 
good books, neither can the chil­ 
dren’s magazines, though they 
certainly art fine supplements.
